Secret of Health 


At Leant It Wear* Clothes 


to B Reo«Bt Edict of 


the King, 


Tho king of Slant has just issued a 


decree to the effect that no children 
who are entirely naked will be hence- 
forth allowed to play in the streets of 
Bangkok, and that every person over 
the age of ten. must be clothed from 
the knee to the neck. It is also made a 
Bine qua lion that all persons entering 
the palace wear socks. Noncompliancc 
with this ordnr is to be punished by 
fine. The decree insists especially on 
girls and women wearing jackets, but, 
ns this Is not the mode there, it is an- 
ticipated that there will be considerable 
trouble w ith tho fair ones. A policeman 
is considered competent to decide when 
a peraon is insufficiently clad, or wlien 
a child is over ten years of age, and his 
judgment on these points is to be final. 
The new law came in force on February 
1, and as only a few people in Bangko'k 
knew that It had been promulgated 
the police have had a, very busy time 
of it ever since. The number of people 
arrested daily for violating the dress 
ordinance is considerable. 


Most of them are Chinamen, Siamese 


women, and children of both sexes. So 
far as the Chinamen are concerned, 
the decree is considered necessary by 
some, but in the case of the children 
it is hard, for, aacording to their moth- 
er*, they do not want to wear any 4r»ss, 
and, if forced to, strip it off when their 
parents' backs are turned, and emerge 
on society conspicuously "unadorned 
and plain." A big Sikh constable 
swooped down the other day on a little, 
naked brat, who was leading a horse in 
the principal thoroughfare of the city, 
und it is said that a European lady 
who was driving past in a carriage in- 
duced her husband to provide the 
malefactor with the necessary raiment 
in the shape ol a microscopic pocket- 
handkerchief', which the child i^mme- 
cfiately put in its mouth! The views 
of this particular policeman on the 
dress question must have been de- 
cidedly "broad," for the pockat-hand- 
kerchief at oneVsatlsfled his scruples, 
and he falcated the prisoner. 


This Incident lndicat«s some of the 


perplexities whteh the new law causes 
to'the Bangkok policeman, and in proc- 
ess of time oriental Black&tones maj 
write volumes on, the subject. Some 
Siamese children cover their naked- 
ness with a silver medal about the size 
of a half cro^n,.which is tied around 
the body by a string, and it is a mooted 
point with local jurists whether this 
constttutr.i "dress" within the mean- 
ing of the decree. It is not generally 
«nown, however, that these siher coins 
are used in order to show that the 
child's parents are able to buy it a dress 
if they like, but that it goes naked not 
from 'poverty, bnt by choice.—London 
Pall Mall Gazette.

Until a short time ago, says the New 


York Times, the bronze statuary In 
some of the Berlin museums was most 
carefully labeled: "Hands off," jubt 
as it is in many American museums. 
What happened in Berlin, % however, 
may cause the curators of some of our 
museums to take down their signs. It 
was observed in Berlin that those parts 
of the bronze statues which were sur- 
reptitiously handled by the public re- 
tained a good surface. This led to the 
conclusion that fat had something to 
do with it. An experiment was there- 
fore tried for some years with four 
bronzes. One was coated every day 
with oil and wiped with cloth; another 
was w ashed every day with water; the 
third was similarly washed, but was 
oiled twice a jear; and the fourth was 
left untouched, just as our bronzes re- 
main isolated behind the. notices, 
"Hands off."' The first looked beauti- 
ful; 
the third, which had been oiled 


twice a year, was passable; the second 
looked dead; and the fourth was dull 
and black. It is probably a fact not 
generally known that the ancient 
Greeks polished their statues by con- 
stant hand rubbing-. 
Perhaps the 


curators above mentioned, who have 
charge of statues and other adorn- 
ments, will profit by the experiment 
here described. 


A CANCER MYSTERY. 


Given but an ax and a knife by way 


of tooU. with n«»e» » Mtew, nail or 
bit of manufactured SBaterial, and the 
cleverest boa* builder would, tlurow up 
in despair ths job nt batldtagw sort 
of «raft except a raft. And yet swcb. a 
task under similar conditions I have 
leen done by an ignorant savage In the 
wildi of northern Canada about half 
way between New York and Klondike. 


Leaving hia bark wjgwam early tn 


the morning, the Indian di»ippeared in 
the bush, an ax on hU shoulder, and 
carrying a keen-Waded hunting knife. 
During the course of the flay he re- 
turned with » huge roll of birch bark, 
two long sapling*, ft number of split 
cedar logs and a bundle of spruce 
roots. 


Having deposited this burden on the 


beach, he proceeded to draft the Kne» 
of Ms little craft upon the sand. Next 
he took his measurements with a 
notched stick, and from these meas- 
urements drew designs upon the bark 
much as a tailor chalks hU pattern! 
upon iloth. He then deftly cut It to the 
required sizes and shapes, and, having 
previously scraped and split his spruce 
roots until they resembled the strips of 
cane used for chair seating, he neatly 
sewed the odd-looking pieces of bark to- 
gether until the whole took on the 
shape of a tidy little boat with finely 
painted and rounded bow and stern. 


The cedar logs he «pllt into strips 


about an eighth of an Inch thick and 
pointed nt the «>nds. These he used to 
sheathe tho inside of the canoe. 


To fashion the gunwale and the ribe 


was not such an eaajf matter. Taking 
his two saplings, he made four long 
cedar strips about one and one-half bj 
one-half Inches and just of sufficient 
length to bend round the top Inside 
body of the canoe and meet evenly a' 
bow and stern. These pieces were firs 
steamed in the hollow of an old log un 
til sufficiently pliable] then, 
neatly 


bending them to the required shape, h 
bound two round the Inside upper edges 
of the craft, making a. substantia 
frame. The other two he used as a gun 
wale. 


He next gave his attention to the ribs 


shaping them from ecdar with his knife, 
steaming and bending them to fit tight- 
ly each in its own par«cular»place from 
btem to stern. The ribs were about two 
Inches wide, pointed at both ends, BO 
as to fit tightly into notches prepared 
for them in the frame, and were of dif- 
ferent lengths, according to their re- 
spective positions, those toward th« 
ends being proportionately shorter 
than those at the center or widest part 
of the canoe. Three cedar cross bars 
which served the double purpose of 
seats were then tightly bound across 
the frame, and. nothing remained but 
to make the canoe water-tight. 


A mixture of melted pine gum end 


charcoal smeared over the joints and 
allowed to harden, and the little craft 
was ready for launching. When finished 
It was about nine feet long by 2>/5 feet 
wide at the center nnd so lipht that n 
man. could carry it upon bin shoulders 
for miles at a time.—J. McLean French, 
in Atlanta Constitution.

The tuber- 
cle bacillus may find a soil for reprod uc- 
tion in all age» and among all classes. 
This is very far from tbe fact in the his- 
tory of cancer invasion, the exceptions 
being too few to prove that it is other 
than a disease peculiar to the period of 
middle life and old age.

Every country has its own particular 


regulations and ceremonies regarding 
matrimony. Wedding presents in Nor- 
way are not of the expensive but use- 
ess kfhd that they are with us. They 
consist of such .things as pots and pans, 
plates and dishes, a feather bed, half 
a dozen sheep, a sack of potatoes, and 
so forth. 
Sir G. W. Dasent says that 


;he Norwegians, in reference to mar- 
riage as to other matters, put their best 
foot foremost and try to make the most 
of things generally. A lad went out to 
woo a wife. Among other places he 
caine to a farmhouse, where the people 
were very poor, but they wanted to 
make him think that they were well to 
do. Now, the father had got a new arm 
:o his coat. "Pray, take a seat," he said 
LO the wooer, "but there's a shocking 
dust in the house." So he went about 
wiping all the benches and tables with 
iis new coat sleeve, but tie kept the 
other behind his back. The wife had 
one shoe much the better than the oth- 
er, and she went stamping and sliding 
with it up against the stools and chairs, 
Baying: "How untidy it is here; every- 
thing is out of place!" Then they called 
out to their daughter to come and put 
things to rights, but she had got a new 
cap, so she put her head in at the door 
and kept nodding and nodding, first to 
this side and to that. "Well, for my 
part," she said, "I can't be everywhere 
at once." In this way the wooer was 
led to believe that he had come to a 
well-to-do household.

GATHERED HERE AND THERE. 


At a. meeting of the Boyal Geograph- 


ical sociaty in London an interesting re- 
port by Poulett Wentherley on Lake 
Bangweulu, in central Africa, was read. 
The explorer circumnavigated the tn- 
tire sheet of water. His party reached 
the lake in August, 1896, and established 
a camp at the southeastern corner, 3,7U5 
feet above sea level. The shores of the 
lake are absolutely free from shells and 
the water has no depth. He sounded 
m many places, but never found more 
than 15 feet. Its surface was ubually 
still, a very strong wind raising the 
smallest sea. It appears to be nothing 
but a flooded district. Mr. Weatherley 
tltinks it was formed by the water from 
the great watershed of the Tanganyika 
plateau. 
The overflow is checked to 


the west and southwest by a rim of 
rock, but the east and southeast has 
no such barrier, and in that direction 
there is a vast swamp from 20 to 40 
miles in breadth. The Liposochi and 
Taiena to,the north and the Chambeze 
to the east are the chief contributor* 
to the water swpply. With 25 mrn he 
explored the island of M'bawala, about j 
20 miles long- and 1,000 yards from the ' 
shore, and proceeded toward the out- 
let of the Lucapula, ultimately landing 
at Kirui island. After a stay of some 
time on this island, which he found low, 
beautifully wooded, well peopled and 
cultivated, *they passed on to Kisi is- 
land. This they found not a bit like 
the island depicted on the maps. 
It 


presented a most peaceful, prosperous 
sight, and in common with the other 
two islands, Kirui and M'bawala, it 
reared a good number of sheep—the 
broad-tailed kind—and goats. The peo- 
ple appeared to live a life of complete 
peace and contentment. Proceeding in 
a northerly direction the party reached 
the extreme north-northwest corner of 
the lake. Continuing their journe.t 
along the coast, they discovered a nar- 
row peninsula stretching north 
and 


south, having on the west a sheet of wa- 
ter about three miles in width, which 
extends the whole length of Bangwculu 
north and south, but is always sepa- 
rated from the lake by the isthmus. 
There was cotton everywhere, but net 
in large quantity, and the bark-cloth 
tree abounded.—X. Y. Post.
